Annual  Report 

of  the 

Medical  Officer  of  Health 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Stokesley  Rural  District  Council. 

GENTLEMEN, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1939  including  vital  statistics  and 
particulars  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  in  the  area. 

During  the  year,  up  to  the  outbreak  of  war  in  September, 
the  staff  of  the  Department  were  actively  engaged  in  carrying  out 
duties  imposed  on  the  local  authority  in  connection  .with  the 
organisation  of  the  A.R.P.  services,  e.g.  distribution  of  respirators 
and  equipment,  establishing  casualty  service  posts  in  the  various 
parishes,  preparing  and  maintaining  records  of  enrolled  volunteers, 
etc.  On  the  outbreak  of  war  further  obligations  were  placed  on 
the  Department,  the  most  outstanding  of  which  was  the  duty  of 
billeting  under  the  Government  Evacuation  Scheme,  and  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  Billeting  Officer. 

In  connection  with  the  Evacuation  'Scheme,  the  Council 
received  into  the  area  2,699  persons  at  the  beginning  of  September, 
of  these  1,725  were  unaccompanied  school  children.  The  valuable 
assistance  of  various  voluntary  bodies  was  much  appreciated,  and 
their  active  co-operation  with  this  Department  ensured  the  satisfac¬ 
tory  dispersal  of  the  evacuees. 

The  health  of  the  children  received  in  this  area  remained 
excellent  during  the  year,  and  improvement  in  their  physique  was 
noted  and  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred,  although  a  feiw 
children  with  minor  contagious  skin  ailments  were  treated  at  a  hostel. 

During  the  year  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was 
extremely  low;  notwithstanding  the  infiltration  of  town-bred  children 
into  the  area,  remarkably  few  notifications  were  received  during  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year. 


Among  the  principal  developments  may  be  noted  the  extension 
of  the  Council’s  Water  Supply  “to  serve  the  parishes  of  Hilton, 
Middleton  and  Ingleby  Barwick,  involving  the  laying  of  approxi¬ 
mately  5  miles  of  mains.  This  development  has  virtually  completed 
the  supply  to  all  areas  in  the  district  that  were  in  need  of1  piped 
supplies. 

Official  representation  was  made  to  the  Council  in  respect  of 
9  Clearance  Areas  in  Stokesley,  but  difficulty  in  obtaining  sites  for 
the  erection  of  new  dwellings  had  not  been  overcome  at  t life! 
outbreak  of  war  and  the  programme  has  been  postponed. 

Refuse  collection  by  direct  labour  has  been  commenced  in  the 
more  thickly  populated  northern  parishes,  and  has  been  a  marked 
success  both  in  service  to  householders,  and  being  well  within  the 
estimates  submitted. 

Sewage  schemes  are  urgently  required  in  Stainton,  Broughton, 
Swainby,  Carlton  and  Hutton  Rudby. 

The  number  of  licences  to  provide  Tuberculin-Tested  Milk 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  increased  during 
the  year  from  50  to  61,  which  indicates  further  progress  in  the 
provision  of  a  safe  milk  supply. 


I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance 
accorded  me  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and 
Members  of  the  Council,  and  to  thank  the  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  Members  of  the  Council’s  Staff  for 
their  co-operation  during  the  year.

The  whole  of  the  District  possesses  ambulance  facilities. 

The  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Association  (Great  Ayton  Division) 
serves  the  greater  part  of  the  District,  and  the  Council  now  makes 
an  annual  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Division. 

An  agreement  is  made  with  the  Stockton  Corporation  whereby 
the  Parish  of  Yarm  has  the  use  of  the  Corporation  ambulance  for 
purposes  other  than  the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  bn  the  District  are 
removed  by  the  ambulance  of  the  Middlesbrough  Corporation  to  the 
Corporation  Isolation  Hospital,  Middlesbrough.

In  all  Parishes  the  District  Nurse  also  undertakes  midwifery.

SECTION  C. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


1.  (i)  WATER  : 

The  Council  has  now  two  schemes  of  water  supply  operating 
in  the  area.  The  Turkey  Nab  Water  Supply  scheme  has  been’ 
further  extended  to  serve  the  Parishes  of  Middleton,  Hilton  and 
Ingleby  Barwick,  and  will  serve  an  area  of  some  69  properties  which 
were  badly  watered,  and  suffered  during  periods  of  drought.  The 
quality  of  the  water  has  been  maintained  at  the  previous  high 
standard,  since  the  exclusion  of  the  No.  5  Spring,  and  the  protective! 
works  that  were  carried  out  last  year.  The  water  being  very  soft, 
has  been  carefully  watched  for  any  action  on  lead,  but  up  to  the, 
present  the  analyst’s  reports  have  been  satisfactory. 

Scugdale  Water  Supply  has  been  operating  some  two  years 
and  the  quality  has  been  highly  satisfactory,  and  has  proved  of 
great  benefit  to  the  areas  which  it  serves.

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS  : 

Streams  are  polluted  within  the  Parishes  of  Great  and  Little 
Broughton,  Carlton  and  Stainton,  particularly  during  the  summer 
months.  This  is  due  to  there  being  no  adequate  treatment  of  the 
sewage  which  discharges  therein. 

These  are  cleansed  as  and  when  their  condition  renders  the 
same  necessary. 

A  length  of  water  course  from  Trenholme  Stell  to  Ingleby,, 
approximately  one  mile  in  length,  has  been  cleansed.  A  jgutter  at 
Newby,  800  yds.  in  length,  has  been  cleansed.

~(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 

As  reported  previously  the  Public  'Health  Committee  had 
given  consideration  to  carry  out  the  duties  of  refuse  collection  by 
direct  labour  in  the  area,  and  it  was  decided  to  carry  out  thlis' 
duty  in  the  following  parishes,  Great  Ayton,  Ormesby,  Marton, 
Nunthorpe,  Hemlington  and  Stainton. 

A  9  cu.  yd.  Karrier  Bantam  refuse  collecting  vehicle  was 
purchased,  a  driver  and  three  loaders  iwere  engaged,  and  work 
commenced  on  the  1st  April. 

The  work  has  been  carried  out  very  successfully  during  the 
year,  and  the  numerous  complaints  hitherto  arising  have  been 
obviated.  Details  of  the  work  carried  out  have  been  prepared  and 
are  herewith  appended  :

Further  consideration  has  been  given  to  scavenging  the  whole 
of  the  area  by  direct  labour,  and  arrangements  are  in  hand  for  the 
purchase  of  an  additional  vehicle,  and  engaging  labour  for  these 
duties. 

Monthly  collections  of  old  tins,  etc.  are  carried  out  at  Carlton, 
Hutton  Rudby,  Ingleby  Arncliffe,  Stokesley  and  Whorlton.  This 
arrangement  is  an  advantage  in  the  rural  parishes  as  the  ordinary 
refuse  can  then  be  more  easily  disposed  of  as  manure  for  the  land. 

The  Tir  at  Quarry  .Hill,  Nunthorpe,  has  been  used  for  disposal 
of  refuse  under  the  Council’s  scheme,  and  is  being  well  maintained.

No  cases  have  occurred  in  which  dwelling-houses  have  again 
become  overcrowded  after  the  Local  Authority  have  taken  steps  for 
the  abatement  of  overcrowding,  and  there  are  no  other  particulars 
with  respect  to  overcrowding  conditions  upon  which  report  should 
be  made.’ 

The  Medical  Officer  made  a  survey  of  the  district  and  official 
representation  was  made  to  the  Council  in  respect  of  a  further  9 
Clearance  Areas  involving  36  houses.  Difficulty  was  experienced  by 
the  Council  in  acquiring  sites  for  the  erection  of  houses  to  house 
'the  tenants.  The  Council  was  considering  suitable  sites  on  the 
outbreak  of  war  in  September,  1939,  but  have  had  to  postpone  the 
programme  during  the  present  emergency. 

The  Council  was  in  the  fortunate  position  that  the  housing 
programme  was  up-to-date  at  the  beginning  of  hostilities,  !the 
whole  of  the  houses  being  completed.

Reports  of  an  unsatisfactory  nature  were  investigated  and 
complaints  remedied. 
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(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  : 

The  routine  inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods  was  carried 
out  most  diligently  until  the  -  middle  of  September.  Owing  '.to 
additional  duties  imposed  on  the  staff  bv  evacuation  and  -the 
organisation  of  A.R.P.  services,  it  was  found  impossible  to  carry  out 
regular  inspection.  It  was  rendered  more  difficult  owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  majority  of  butchers  in  the  area  slaughter  regularly,  which 
required  at  the  very  minimum  daily  inspection  to  ensure  seeing  all 
animals  that  are  slaughtered. 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  is  31.  No  notices 
were  served  in  respect  of  failure  to  limewash  as  the  occupiers 
carry  out  this  duty  regularly  (and  only  one  '.verbal  notice  hwas 
required  to  maintain  these  slaughterhouses  An  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

One  new  slaughterhouse  has  been  erected,  and  the  licence  of 
one  other  relinquished. 

1,239  visits  were  made  by  the  Inspectors  during  the  year.  No 
prosecutions  were  necessary,  as  the  butchers  .give  every  assistance) 
to  the  Inspectors  in  carrying  out  their  duties  under  the  Meat, 
Regulations. 

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  there  are  60 
licensed  slaughtermen  within  the  district,  and  the  appended  table 
shows  details  of  meat  inspected  during  the  year.

SCARLET  FEVER  :  ' 

During  the  year  8  cases  of  sthis  disease  were  notified  (6 
Stokesley,  1  Nunthorpe,  1  Yarm),  as  compared  with  51  the  previous 
year.  The  disease  continued  to  be  of  a  mild  type,  and  there  were 
no  fatal  cases. 

DIPHTHERIA  : 

During  the  year  8  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified 
(2  Ormesby,  3  Worsall,  1  Stokesley,  1  Yarm,  1  Hutton  Rudby),  as 
compared  with  11  notifications  for  the  previous  year. 

PNEUMONIA  : 

During  the  year  11  cases  of  this  disease  'were  notified. 
(7  Stokesley,  1  Hutton  Rudby,  1  Whorlton,  1  Great  Broughton, 
1  East  Rounton),  as  compared  with  11  notifications  the  previous 
year.  There  were  8  deaths  from  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  during  1939, 
as  compared  with  14  the  previous  year. 

ERYSIPELAS  : 

During  the  year  4  cases  of  'Erysipelas  were  notified  (1  Stainton, 
1  Stokesley  2  Ormesby),  as  compared  with  5  the  previous  year. 

POLIOMYELITIS  : 

One  case  (a  child  aged  10  years  residing  at  Great  Broughton) 
was  notified  during  1939.  He  was  removed  to  'hospital  'in  a 
critical  state,  and  died  two  days  later.  A  close  surveillance  was1 
kept  on  the  school  contacts,  but  fortunately  there  were  no  further' 
cases. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  : 

This  disease  became  notifiable  as  from  the  1st  October, 
1939.  From  this  date  11  cases  were  notified  (9  Stokesley,  2  Great 
Ayton).  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

MEASLES  :
